The rexson was that the promise 
was made between the time when 
a dectee nisi for divoree in 
favour of the first Lady St. John 
Mildmay was granted and before 
it was made absolute. 


In his pleadings defending the 
action, Sir Anthony had admitted 
the promise to marry, and the 
breach of that promire, but replied 
on the point that the promise, was 
null and veid in law. The case 
involved the legal proposition that 
a pomise by a hoaband was against 
public policy “as tending to cause 
him to disregard the general rules 
of morality.” and the Judge said 
he was bound to hold that Sir 
Anthony's marriage toe the first 
Lady St. John Mildmay was still 
subsisting till the divarce decree 
was made absolute, 


It was possible, he pointed out. 
for the wife to change her mind, 
and an appeal to Sir Anthony on 
jwhalf of his child might have had 
sufficient. weight with him to re- 
sult in their living together again. 


The plaintiff! was a former re- 
sistered State nurse, Miss [Emily 
Fender. Her solicitor indicated 
after the judgment was given that 
there “certainly would be an ap- 
peal’. 


THE JUDGMENT 


Giving his reserved judgment, 
Mr. Justice Hawke quoted cases 
which he considered he was hound 
by and said his decision therefore 
must be for the defendant. 


He referred to the arguments 
advanced by Mr. J. 2. Eddy for 
the plaintiff, and added:-—"} do 
not think that the mere fact that 
the aggrieved party to the marri- 
i has taken proceedings and 
carried them eo far as to prove 
the necessary facts and obtain a 
decree nisi is sufficient te allow 
the wrongdoer Lo make promises 
inconsistent with oa marriage 
whieh in how is still uxisting. 


“Marriage,” he ‘said, “is not. a 
mere question of agreement between 
the two parties who enter, into the 
bond of marringe. [It is an agrec- 
ment, no doubt, but it reales, OF 
may ¢reate, and in this ease did in 
fact crente, obligations to persans 


other than the two concerned in. 


the marriage. Until the marriage 
wus dissolved, Lady Mildmay might 
have changed her mind and an ap- 
peal to Sir, Anthony on behalf of 
his child might have weighed, with 
him and been of sufficient weight 
to result in the wife and the hus- 
band resuming — their relations 
again. + 


“1 don't think that any promise 
made by him under these cir- 
cumstances is one which can be 
relied upon by Miss Fender. 1 
think the law requires the cen- 
tinuanee of the marriage until ‘it 
is finnlly dissolved by a Court of 
Justice. 1 have no reason to think 
that pubiie policy has changed 
nbout this. 


“1 dowt think that the matter of 
treatment of questions of diserction 
in diveree Courts bears upon it.

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AIR DISARMAMENT | 


According tad Sir Samuel 
Hoare, Britain’s new Foreign 
Minister, the interchange of 
opinions with regard to the sup- 
gested Furopean Air Pact is still 
proceeding, but at the moment it 
is considered inadvisable to dis- 
close details of the discussions. 
Although Britain has been com- 
pelled by force of circumstances 
to embark on large-scale expan- 
sion of its Air Foree, the point 
should not. be lost sight of that 
its policy is in the direction of 
eventual agreement with other 
Powers on limilation. That 
much was made apparent recent- 
ly in the House of Commons, 
when Mr. Ramsay MacDonald 
declared that “at this moment, 
before we have gone very far, 
the British Government urges, 
with all the influence it can com- 
mand, that. a halt should be 
called and that the Powers con- 
cerned should limit their arms 
within well-defined bounds, to 
be fixed by free nepotiation.” 
Mr. MacDonald also stated in the 
same speech ‘that the destructive 
possibilities of aerial warfare 
were perfeetly appalling, adding 
that he could imagine no more 
wasteful expenditure of national 
wealth than a competition in Air 
Forces, in which Britain woukt 
not engage unless absolutely 
forced to do so. This appeal 
was commended especially to 
Germany, and on the same day 
General Goering openly declared 
that Germany was willing to 
abolish air warfare if other 
Powers would do the same. 
‘Having secured a position of 
equality with other Powers, he 
said, the size of Germany's, Air 
Force would be determined by 
the size of the forces of other 
countries, and added that if 
other Pawers decided to climin- 
ate their air forces in two years, 
Germany would follow’ suit. 
With the British and German 
policies thus -stnted, it would

WHEN VALVE GRINDING 

Valve grinding must always be 
along job” If a perfect seating is 
te be obtained, as it must, since 
this is the whole object of syrind- 
ing, the work cannot be hurried. 
Slow leisurely movements alone 
result in the fine finish whieh is 
so desirable, : 

After dismantling the valves, 
each one is taken in turn and its 
bevel. edge smeared with special 
grinding compound. ‘The valve ig 
returned to its seating and, by. 
means of a long handled -screw- 
driver inserted in the slot. in. the 
valve head, it ig turned to and fro 
a number of times. The position 
of the valve on the seating, how- 
ever, must be constantly changed.

German’ Government will not insist 
on incorporation of the above ratio 
in any future general treaty pro- 
vided the method therein adopted 
for future Imitation is such as 
to give Germany full guarantees 
that this ratlo can be maintalned. 
Thirdly, Germany will adhere to 
the ratio 35/100 in all cireum- 
stunces. For example, the ratio 
will not be affected by construction 
of other powers, : 


If the general equilibrium of 
naval armaments as normally 
maintained in the past should be 
violently upset. by any abnormal 
and exceptional .construction by 
other powers, the German Govern- 
ment reserves the, right to invite 
ifs Majesty’s Government — to 
examine the new situntion thus 
created, Fourthly, the German 
Government, sttbject to the excep- 
tion below, is in principle prepared 
to apply the 35 per cent. ratio to 
tonnage of cach category of vessel 
to be maintained. Any variation

“The Master of the Usworth did;

The finding also stated that the 
owners had complied with the 
statutory regulations, and | paid 
high tribute to the musters and 
crews of the two ships answering 
the Usworth’s SOS, and said that 
one could not fail to be impressed 
hy the sense of devotion whereby 
the fellowship of-the aca kept.the 
masters and crews. of those two 
vdsselp ag near as possible to the 
Usworth, when the latter was in a 
most dangerous position. ‘

MISADVENTURE VERDICT 
IN TSUN. WAN TRAGEDY 


The racent explosion on a junk 
in Teun Wan Bay on May 11 in 
which ten poraona loat thelr lives 
was recallad when Mr. G. 8. 


Kennedy-Skipton, District Oflicor - 


South, held a Coroner's inqulry 
into tho deatha of Lo Kwong 
alias ‘Lo Ngwu and a woman Li 
Chat at the District Offico South 

‘aterday afternoon. 

Tha Coroner was nssisted by a 
Jury comprising of | Measre. i. 
Daliing (Foreman), L. G. Marques 
and H, FP. Stoneham. 


Evidence revealed that the. Junic). 
had been loaded with a cargo of 


dangarous goods to be conyeyed 
to ie depot of the Texaco Jn- 
stallation at Canton, and that the 
load wan projecting about five 
feet above the level of thid hold. 
Evidence nso showed that no fire 
had been .kindled in thd cook 
louse nt the time of the cx- 
plosion, and that all cigarettes 
nnd matches belonging to mom- 
bers of the crew had been locked 
up by the master of the vessel. - 
The Jury returned a verdict of 
tnisadventure, ndding the Tollow- 
ing rider: “We are of the opinion 
that the action of the junk master 
in loading the june ane aie he 
: soveral fect abovo the 
projec hold was highly 
dangerous, and that the Texaco 
Company should exercise such 
contro} over junks, firstly, that no 
junk holds aro fled higher than 
the level of the top of the hold, 
nud. secondly, that rigid covers, 
preferably of wood or metal, be 
provided ‘for the hatches of the 


| holds.” 


Doctor's Evidence 


. Dr. G. H. Henry deposed to the 
injuries sustained by the victims. 
In tho caso of Lo Kwong, he said 
death was duo to shock uni 
haemorrhage, following extensive 
burng all over the body and head 
and other injuries. In the case 
of the woman, he sald death was 
due to « fractured skuli and 
laceration of the brain, 
had extensive burns all over the 
body. The injuries in both cases 
were consistent with having been 
caused by aon explosion.

Mr, J. R. Price, superintendent 
of the Texaco Installation at 
Taun Wan, avid that the junk 
was londed at the Taun Wan plier 
‘on the evenings of May 9 and 10. 


‘Tho lond consisted of 160 bagy 


of parafin wax of 210 Ibs, cach; 
180 66-gallon drums of diesel 
fuel; 76 drums of hard asphalt 
each approximately 420 Ibs.; 6,- 
000 five gallon tins of gasoline; 
108 drums of lubricating oil; 20 
drums of grease and three drums 
of bituminous paint. . 

On May 9, after partly, loading 
the junk it left tha pier about 5 
‘pm. and anchored 200 yards 


‘away, and on the following day, 


after taking the full load it 
anchored about the same distance 
away. The‘cargo was inspected 
in the godown and on the way to 
the junk by the general foreman, 
and on tho junk itself by a tally- 
man. The foreman ‘was mesponsi- 
ble for taking the goods out of 
atock, and seeing they were in 
good condition. The load | was 
consigned to Canton. They Oom- 
pany had never on previous 
occnsions received any complaint 
from Canton about drums being 
half empty. The testing of the 
drums was done with air pres- 
sure, All gasoline tins made 
locally had to be tested befora 
usa. 

Foreman’s Evidence 


Lui Chuen, tho foreman, said 
he personally eaw that thi foal 
was covered with canvas and 
sealed up. He had examined tha 
tins himself, and found no leaks,

house on the junk, but it was on 
a higher level than the hold and 
soparated dy a sleeping room, 
which had ‘partitions about two 
inches thick. ‘The gasoline tins 
wore stored nearest the sleeping 
room. There was another slecp- 
ing apartment in the forepart of 
tho junk. 


Tha cargo. when loaded into: the 
hold -projected about three feet 
above the dack. He pointed It 
out to the junk master, but he 
himself, had no authority about 
the londing although thought it 
was dangerous. The Sun Po 
Chun were agents for the: Com- 
pany, ond engaged’ the junks, 
taking full responsibility for the 
loading, and they also decided on 
the number of junks required, 
There were boards on the side of 
the junk, to prevent the load from 
falling. Te did not know what 
enused the explosion, as there was 
no fire ‘on the junk when it came 
alongside the wharf to take the 
cargo, 


Tam Chi, the cook on the junk 
and the only survivor of the 
tragedy, said that the junk was 
in charge of Chui Wah and Chul 
Wing. The projecting cargo war 
tied down by ropes, and vere were 
avooden boards at the sides, about 
two fect above the level of the 
hold, but the load projected above 
the tops of these beards about 
three fect. It was the first time 
he ‘had trayelled on a junk so 
londed with gasoline, Wooden 
partitions about ono and a half 
inched thick separated the hold 
from the other parts of the vessel, 


‘When Explosion Occurred 


On the morning of May 11, he 
awoke about 5.30 o'clock and 
aroused tho other fokis, and told 
them that the steam Inunch was 
coming to-tnke them in tow. The 
fokis then began pulling up the 
anchor, but stopped about ‘half 
way until the launch came along- 
side. Meanwhile he took o piece 
of canvps‘and covered up the roof 
of his cabin, which was on deck, 
and it was while doing this that 
the explosion occurred. 


.. After. the cargo_was loaded_on 
the junk, the master took away 
the matches ond cigarettes of the 
members of the crew und locked 
them up. Three of the fokis were 
new men, while the other seven 
were old hands, 


The previous night, after cook- 
ing the meals, he had put out the 
fire, und thrown the ashes into the 
sea. He did not make ao fire on 
the morning of the explosion. 
The fireplace consisted of a stove 
with a chimney, which had a fine 
wire mesh on top. ‘The gunks did 
not carry any fire fighting ap- 
paratus. ‘ 

When the explosfon occurred, he 
was thrown into tha water, and 
gwam about four boat lengths 
awny before looking up. He then 
saw a woman named Li Chat 


‘|shouting ‘for help, but could not 


sce whcther her clothes were .on 
fire, She seemod all right. He then 
swam to the shore. No one had 
shouted out fire before the ex- 
plosion occurred.

Tho deceased,’ who was, on 
Associate of the Royal Sanitary 
Inatitute, was formerly in the 
Police Force; which he joined in 
1911, becoming Lance Sergeant in 
1914, In the following year, he 
was appointed Second Class Sani- 
tary Inspector, and softer military 
service during the Great’ War he 
became First Class Inspector in

In 1923, Mr. Meade was appoint- 
ed Inspector of Juvenile Labour, 
and, in 1927, Inspector of | Fac- 
tories. His title was changed to 
that of Inspector of Labour, Fac- 
tories and Workshops in 1932. He 
was a conscientious and capable 
officer and was extremely popular 
amongst all who enjoyed his 
friendship. 


The deceased was prominently 
identified with Freemasonry, among 
the offices which he held being 
thase of past District Grand Regis- 
trar of the Grand Lodge of Hong- 
kong and South China (English 
Constitution), past Master_of the 
United Service Lodge, past Prin- 
cipal of the United Chapter, tind 
past Master of the United Mark 
Lodge. He leaves a widow and 
son, both of whom are in England, 
as ‘well asa mother, for whom 
much sympathy will be felt.

Giving his reserved judgment, 
Mr, Justice Hawke quoted cases 
which he considered he was bound 
by and said his decision therefore 
must be for the defendant. 


He referred to the ‘arguments 
advanced by Mr. P. Faidy for 
the’ plaintiff, and ndded:—-"T_ do 
not think that the mere fact, that 
the aggrieved party to the marrl: 
tive has taken proceedings and 
carried them so far as to prove 
the necessary facta and obtain a 
decree nisi is sufficient to ullow 
the wrongdoer to make promises 
inconsistent «with a marriage 
which in law is still existing. 


“Marriage,” he said, “Is not w 
mere question of agreement between 
the two parties who enter into the 
bond of marringe, It fa an agree: 
ment, no doubt, but it creates, or 
may ereate, and iW this case did in 
fact create, obligations to persons 
other ‘than: the: two- concerned -in 
the marriage. Until the marriage 
was dissolved, Lady Mildmay might 
have’ changed her mind and an ap- 
pent to Slr Anthony on behalf of 
hia child might have weighed with 
him and been of ‘suficient weight 
to result In the wife and the hus- 
band resuming their relations 
again, 


“1 don't think that any promise 
made by’ him under these — elr- 
cumstances ‘4 one which can be 
relied-upon by Miss Fender. 1 
think the law requires the con- 
tinuance of the marriage until it 
is finally dissolved by a Court of 
Justice. T have no reagon to think 
that public policy has 
about this. 


“T don't think that the matter of 
treatment of questions of discretion 
in divorce Courts beara upon it, 
There the discretion is exercised 
by a judicial peraonage ‘who hus 
all the facts before him.

AIR DISARMAMENT. 


According tq Sir Samuel 
Hoare, Britain’s new Foreign 
Minister, the interchange of 
opinions with regard to the sug- 
gested European Air Pact is still 
proceeding, but at the moment it 
is considered inadvisable: to dis- 
close details of the discussions. 
Although Britain has been com- 
pelled-by force of circumstances 
to embark on large-scale expan- 
sion of its Air Force, the point 
should not be lost sight of that 
its policy is in the direction of 
eventual agreement with other 
Powers on limitation. That 
much was made apparent recent- 
ly in the House of Commons, 
when Mr. Ramsay MacDonald 
declared that “at this moment, 
before we have gone very far, 
the British Government urges, 
with all the influence it can com- 
mand, that a halt should be 
culled and that the Powers con- 
cerned should limit their arms 
within well-defined bounds, to 
he fixed by free negotiation.” 
Mr. MacDonald also stated in the 
same specch that the destructive 
possibilities of aerial warfare 
were perfectly appalling, adding 
that he could imagine no more 
wasteful expenditure of national 
wealth than a competition in Air 
Forces, in which. Britain would 
not. engage unless absolutely 
forced to do so. This appeal 
was comménded especially to 
Germany, and on the same day - 
General Goering openly declared 
that Germany was willing to 
abolish alr warfare if other 
Powers would do the same. 
Having secured a position of 
equality with other Powers, he 
said, the size of Germany’s Air 
Force would be determined by 
the size of the forces of other 
countries, and added that if 
other Powers decided to elimin- 
ate their air forces in two years, 
Germany would . follow suit. 
With the -British and. German 
it ‘would 
appear that the present in a most 
favourable.moment for a deter- 
mined effort being made. Reés- 
ponsible Governments now have 
a unique opportunity of tran- 
slating avowed sentiments into 
common action. The need is for 
vigorous leadership, in which 
respect no country is better able 
than Britain to supply the initia- 
tive.

Gardens are sweeter 
than alums, and few admirers of 
the picturesque would wish better 
housing to whit upon ‘sentiment. 
Still it will come as rather a shock 
to many lovers of Lutetia to Iearn 
that the Street of the Cat-which- 
Fishes:must disappear. If only 
fhe adorably quaint names could 
be. preserved. But that Is perhaps 
not possible, After all, - there 
would be a certnin incongruity In 
calling a atreet lined with tall 
apartment houses the Street of the 
Sword of , Wood. But there is 
solace in the thourht that so much 
of the ancient city remains. 
French adage pridefully reads,

A LL that I learnt in my native 
country about Englishmen Is 
wrong. 


~ I remember one of my masters 
at school ‘describing the character 
of the Englishman to ua by the 
following story: 


Two Englishmen are sitting at 
the fireside. They stare at the 
fire. One of them said, “It’s nice 
and warm here.” The other ‘sits 
motionless in his armchair. An 
hour gocs by—and then another 
hour. At last he says, “Well, an- 
other hour gone.” Then the first 
onc asks, “Did you say anything?” 


My old schoolmaster added that 
the two Englishmen went to bed 
at 11 o'clock feeling that they had 
spent a most entertaining evening. 
That is how I wns taught what 
an Englishman was like. I got tho 
impression that the people consist- 
ed of dull, phlegmatic, - reserved 
gentlemen, suffragettes fighting 
for women's rights, University 
students and sporting fanatics. 

At my English Iessons I learnt 
the word “bore.” I learnt that 


one could say “He bores me stiff,” 


“He is an old” bore,” “A crashing 
bore,” “An awful bore,” and a host 
of expressions for the German 
word , “Langweile.” And then, 
years later, I stood in Piccadilly on 
n Saturday night... . 


It brought me into close contrct 
with this “dull, reserved, phieg- 
matic people.’ Men shouted mer- 
rily, women sang, young people, 
in annke-like . files, turned = and 
twisted through the streets; the 
open places were filled with the 
jubilant, enthusiastic throng. 
There was a noise of rattles, fire 
balloons crossed the sky, small 
groups formed choirs, othera 
danced folk-dances. And all thia 
in the very heart of tho Hritish 
Empire, in Piccadilly-circus. 


They streamed down Piccadilly 
in evening dress, the ladies with 
them in beautiful evening gowns 
and furs; they sang “Rule 
Britannia”; they mingled with the 
crowd of workmen, clerks and ‘shop- 
assistants. They joined hands, 
the man in the street with the man 
of the upper ten. They dunced 
and celebrated, laughed and sang 
with joy. ° 


All were united by one and the 
same will, by one and the, same 
feeling of joy; “It’s our King’s 
Jubilee."

people here give vent even to their 
W-humour in a plensant form. 
When ordering a bottle of wine 
from a waiter ono Sunday after 
10 o'clock, he replicd with a smile, 
‘We have funny lawa in this 
country,” and I knew I couldn’t get 
my wine.

And when I aaked my chamber- 
maid why my room awwaa so cold, 
she gave, me the classic reply, “Its 
an English» custom, you sec. 
English people aren't happy tntesa 
they have rhewmatiam.” 


It ia a source of wonder to the 
foreigner how the Englishman can 
make fun of his own customs. 
When one hears the daughter of 
the family complaining about the 
dullness of English meriy and 
praising the charm of the Con- 
tinental, one regretfully thinks 
that the. real Englishman — will 
soon be dying out, as the young 
generation are only going to marry 
foreigners.

FULL AGREEMENT 


. London, June 18. 

An agreement reached as a re- 
sult of the Anglo-German Naval 
conversations undertaken with the 
prima purpose of preparing a 
way for a general conference on 
limitation of-naval armaments, is 
embodied in.an exchange. of notes 
between the two Governments now 
yublished as a White Paper. 

Certain outstanding: questiona 
of a purely technical nature are 
still under discussion but it is 
expected the conversations will be 
coneluded on Friday. 

A note to the Foreign Secretary, 
Str Samuel Hoare, and his reply 
to Herr von Ribbentrop bear — to- 
‘day's date and were exchanged at 
a full-meeting: of both delegations, 
Sir Samuel's communication 
announces the formal acceptance 
by His Majesty's Government in 
the United Kingdom of the pro- 
posal of the German Government 
that the future strength of ° the 
German Navy cin relation to lhe 
aggregate maval strength of mem- 
bers of the British Commonwealth 
of Nations should be in proportion 
of 35 to 100, and adds: at 
‘ “His Majesty's Government re- 
gards this proposal es a contribu- 
tion of the greatest importance to 
the enuse of future naval timita- 
tion. It further believes the agree 
ment now reached, whieh it re- 
ards as a permanent and definite 
ngreenient as from to-day between 
the twa Governments, will 
fucilltate the conclusion of 4 
general agreement on the subject 
of naval limitation between all 
naval powers of the world", 

Continuing,. the note says His 
Majesty’s Government also agrecs 
with the explanation furnished by 
the German representative as to 
the method of application of this 
principle and proceeds to summarise 
these explanations. 


SUMMARY 


Firstly, the ratio of 35/100 is to 
be no permanent relationship. 
Secondly, if any future yeneral 
treaty of naval limitation should 
not adopt the method of limita- 
tion by the agreed’ ratio the 
German Government will not insist 
on incorporation of the above ratio 
in any future general treaty pro- 
vided the method ‘therein adopted 
for future IImitation is such as 
to give Germany full guarantees 
that this ratio can be maintained.

categories, Sixthly, in the matter 
of submarines, however, Germany 
While not exceeding .the ratio of 
36/100 in respect of total tonage, 
shall have the right to possess sub. 
marine tonnage cqual to the total 
submarine tonnage possessed by 
members of the British Common- 
wealth of nations. The German 
Government undertakes, however 
that her submarine tonnage shall 
not exceed 46 per cent. except in 
the event of a situation arising 
which in its opinion mifkes it 
necessary for her to avail herself 
of the right to a percentage excecd- 
ing 45, in which case the German 
Government reserves the right to 
tive notice to His Majesty's 
Government and agrees that the 
matter shal} be the subject of 
friendly - discussion before the 
German Government — exercises, 
that right. 


ADJUSTMENT 


Seventhly, it hus been agreed 
that the two Governments will 
settle by common accord what ad- 
justments are necessary in the 
allocation of tonnage within the 
categories, it belng understood 
that this procedure _ shal] not 
result in any substantial or 
permanent departure from the 
ratio 36/100 in respect of total 
strength. 

Concluding, Sir Samuel remarks 
that sith reference to the reserva- 
tion in the third paragraph of the 
agreement, His Majesty's Govern- 
meut recognises the right therein 
set out on the understanding that 
the 35/000 ratio will be maintained 
in default of. an agreement to the 
contrary between the two Govern- 
ments.

London, June 14. 

“The Master of the Usworth, did 
everything ‘that could be done to 
saves the vessel.” declared — Lord 
Merrivale, in: promulgating the: find- 
ing of the Usworth Inquiry.

The finding algo stated thatthe 
owners had complied with . the 
statutory regulationa, and paid 
high tribute to the masters and 
crews of tho two ships answering 
the Uaworth's 50S, and said that 
one-could: not fail to. be impressed 
by tho sense of devotion whereby 
the fellowship of the sea kept the 
masters and crews of those two 
vessela os near as possible to the 
Usworth, when the latter was ina 
[most dangerous position. 

Tho loss of the Usworth was duc 
to the failure of the steering gear, 
which was of a kind involving 
special risks, is ;
